because what you raise this year is low- 
priced; ten chances to one your crop will 
be up next year, and that which is up 
now will then be down. 


Don't try to grow crops to which your 


farm is not well adpted. 


If you have a good location do not Bell 


out, expecting to better it because you 
are offered a good price. 


Don't exchange farms often, for by so 


doing, you can execute no definite system 
of improvement. 


Don't begin to improve till you have a 


general plan of what you wish to do; to 
do so, would bo like commencing to get 
out timbers for a house before you know 
its length and .breadth. — Cincinnati 
Farming World.

same thing a hundred times, seolding, 
screaming, and even beating them to be 
understood. In the evening, when the 
children are sleeping, if tnere remains 
some little time, the poor, worn-out 
mothr-r sits down to her spinning wheel 
to spin silk, to sew or knit, or if it be 
summer time, to look after her cocoons, 
happy if she has not to do the work of 
her incompetent servant over again.

The principal 


aust- is the enormous shipment of 
ieef to Europe. Tbe cattle which 
re brought to this market are 
ought up immediately at high pric- 


es and shipped. This makes cattle 
scarce and brings the price np. An- 
ther cause is the drought last sum- 
mer. 
The cattle raisers could not 


eep them, because they bad nothing 
or them to eat, and grain was very 
ligh. The cattle were in .very poor 
ondition; but they were rushed into 
he market here and sold for a good 
>rice. It will be remembered that 
,wo winters ago we had a remarka- 
>ly severe season on cattle; it is es- 
imated that fully half a million per- 
shed that winter from cold and hun- 
ger in the west. 


There exists a belief among Home 


if the butchers that there IB a corner 
n beef controlled by two or three 
iruis in the east, in Chicago and the 
iast St. Louis stock yards, and they 
control the prices. They say they 
lave joined hands together aud have 
a railroad corporation to back them. 
5y a process of what is called "oven- 
ing," they get rebates on their ship- 
ments, and other shippers are at a 
decided disadvantage. This corner 
runs tho market, and what the peo-

For'pblitics, he would probably now 
be living in ease and affluence, and 
enjoying the frnits of his endeavors.

What Follows a Cold May. 


St. Liml* Ut:yit)ilicnn. 


The normal temperature of May 


was as high as 71.3 degrees two 
years ago, and only 71.4 degrees last 
year, while it was only 60.7 degrees 
this year. 


Only twice in the .memory of the 


oldest citizen has it been so low. In 
1838 and in 1857, forty and fifteen 
years ago, the temperature of the at- 
mosphere was as low as 00.5 degrees. 


It is interesting to observe that in 


both years a Lot summer followed a 
cold May, yet, of course, it cannot be 
predicted from the precedent that 
the same result will follow the cold 
May of 1882. 


The summers of 1838 and 1857 


were very unhealthy seasons during 
which epidemics prevailed.

Boof is higher now than it has 


been since the war. The receipts of 
cattle at tho stock yards are riot so 
groat as they were a few years ago. 
St Louis is not getting her share of 
stock; on account of the low freight 
rates east, the buyers can afford to 
take them to the eastern markets. 


"Tho advance in Jhe price of veal, 


mutton and lamb is due to the late- 
npss of the season," said a butcher. 
'•The supply of lamb has fallen off 
considerably on account of the late 
spring and bad weather. 
The farm- 


ers are later in clipping their sheep 
than they have usually been, aud thp 
sheep are not in condition for mark- 
et. There seems to be a prospect of 
beef going still higher, aud I don't 
care to make any contracts with ho- 
tels or any other establishments at 
present prices.'1 


The belief that there is a corner 


on boof sceiiih In exist in the east 
also, if tlio following from the Boston 
World is to be credited: 


"There is no doubt that there is 


such a 'corner.' The East St. Louis 
stock yards, Allertou & Co., of Chi- 
cago, a large cattle firm in Buffalo, 
and two or three linns controlling 
the ,-ibbatoirs and the trade in this 
city, have joined hands together and 
have the railroad corporations to 
back them." 


THE ftfansitphusptN legislature, re- 


cently paased a law'to suppress aud 
punish adulteration of food 
and 


drugs, which goes into effect in 
August. Its enforcement is intrust- 
ed to tlio state boards of lunacy, 
health, aud charity. lu drugs any 
article is tleclatvd adulterated that is 
below the standard in strength, i{iial- 
ity, or purity: and. in the case of 
food, if it is mixed with any injuri- 
ous substance, if any essential in- 
gredient has been abstracted, if it is 
an imitation of any standard article 
of food, if it is colored, coated, pol- 
ished, or powdered to conceal adul- 
teration, or if it is made to appear of 
greater value than it actually is. The 
state boards, however, are empowered 
to exempt certain articles or prepar 
ations from the condemned list em- 
braced in the provisions of the new 
law. and to fix, from time to time, 
the limit of variability permissible in 
any article of food, drug, or com- 
pound for which no generally recog- 
nized standard exists. The law ooiu- 
pels any dealer who offers for sale 
any article included in the list to 
furnish samples 
for examination 


whenever such are demanded by the 
officials of the boards, and imposes a 
fine of not more than $50 for a re- 
fusal to comply with the demand. A 
simitar tine is imposed for any viola- 
tion of the act for the first offense, 
and §100 or under for each succeed- 
ing repetition of the offense. 
In the 


matter of milk adulteration the law 
makes it illegal to sell or expose for 
sale milk produced by any sick or 
diseased animal. All unwholesome 
vegetables or meat are also inter- 
dicted under the new law, which 
calls for an annual appropriation of 
$3,000 to defray the expenses in- 
curred by its proper enforcement

IB new o»th required by the State, 
fiiabean early descried the talent of this 
itraordiatry man, "whodressed like* 
ozoomb. thought like a deist, and 
)reeched like a saint." Perceiving the 
ride range of his abilititieB, he distin- 
guished him as one of the most power- 
ill and versatile of the men of genius 
whothenaboundedin Europe. Through 
verything Talleyrand preserved &sang- 
'raid which was inimitable. It was 
lean alike in small matters as in great. 
)ne day, as he was mounting the steps 
of his carriage, he spoke to ah inividual 
whom he had hitherto pretended not to 
recognize, but whom he knew very well. 
This person he had seen for days near 
iia door. "And who are yon, my 
riend?" "I am your coachmaker, my 
ord." "Ah, you are my coachmaker; 
andVhatdoyou want, mycoachmaker?" 
'I want to be paid, my lord." " Ah, 
yon are my coachmaker, and you want 
o ba paid; you shall be paid, my coach- 
maker." "And when, my lord?" "Ton 
are very inquisitive," said the bishop, 
ut he settled himself in the new car- 
riage which he had not paid for. 


Many were the scenes which took 


place between him and Napoleon. 
On 


one occasion, Napoleon having said that 
if he thought his own death likely, he 
would take care that his Vice-Grand 
Elector should not survive him, Talley- 
rand quietly replied that he did not de- 
sire that reason for hoping that his 
Majesty's life might long be preserved. 
Another scene has been thus described 
by M. Mole: " At the end of the Coun- 
cil of State, which took place just be- 
fore the Emperor started for the cam- 
paign of 1814, he burst out into some 
violent exclamations of his being sur- 
rounded by treachery and traitors, and 
then, turning to M. de Talleyrand, he 
abused him for ten minutes in tlie mosl 
violent and outrageous manner. Talley- 
rand was standing by the fire all this 
time, guarding himself from the heat pi 
the flames with his hat; he never movec 
a limb or a feature; anyone who hac 
seen him would have thought he was the 
last man in the room to whom the Env 
peror could be speaking ; and finally 
when Napoleon, slamming the door 
violently, departed, Talleyrand quietly 
took the arm of M. Molh'eu, and limped 
with apparent unconsciousness down 
stain.
